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Coal Dust Problems 
Are Discussed 


A closed meeting to discuss the 
local dust problem in Coleman 
was held there, attended, by Pro¬ 
fessor J. C. Lack, air pollution 
and control section, Division of 
Environmental Health Service. 

Also present were Donalda Oliva 
and Sam Sagoff of the Coleman 
Citizens’ Committee, Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Meroniuk, representing the 
I. D., Nora Goulding and John 
Salus of the Crows Nest Pass 
School Division Board and Mayor 
John Holyk and councillor Earl 
Schmidt, representing the town. 

Charles Drain, MLA, acted as 
committee chairman and Jack Dis¬ 
kin executive vice - president of 
the coal company, represented the 
Coleman Collieries. 

The dust problem, it was re¬ 
ported, has increased since the 
construction of the Collieries new 
coal cleaning plant which was put 
into use last spring. Reports indi¬ 
cated that the dust from the plant 
appeared oily and clung to cloth¬ 
ing and buildings. 

Mr. Diskin advised that the prob¬ 
lem was unique in that it was be¬ 
lieved to be caused by the altitude 
in this area, causing a steam dis¬ 
charge from one of the plants’ 
stacks to condense and mix dust, 
thereby creating the nuisance. 

He said the problem was one 


that had not been anticipated. The 
coal company has been in consult¬ 
ation with the engineering firm in 
Chicago which designed the plant. 
He said plans had been received 
from the engineers for remodel¬ 
ling the original plans of the plant. 

The coal company now proposed 
to take immediate action on re¬ 
building and remodeling sections 
of the plant in an attempt to re¬ 
lieve the problem. It is anticipated 
that this work will take about three 
months. 

Hr. Diskin also advisd that the 
company is planning on reducing 
the size of its stockpiling yards 
near the mine plant and the stor¬ 
age area will also be enclosed to 
reduce dust blowing to a mini¬ 
mum. 

Mr. Diskin also informed the 
meeting that the Collieries had 
this spring embarked upon a re¬ 
habilitation program of regrass¬ 
ing, landscaping and levelling off 
coal and rubble piles around Cole¬ 
man and district which have ap¬ 
peared through 60 years of min¬ 
ing. 

The meeting concluded after a 
motion was made that the com¬ 
mittee reconvene in six months and 
meet with the coal company to see 
what progress has been made. 


Breath Analysis In 
Effect Dec. 1 

The Canada Safety Council con¬ 
siders the new federal breath an¬ 
alysis law to be a milestone in 
safety legislation aimed at reduc¬ 
ing traffic deaths and injuries. 

P. J. Farmer, executive director 
of the council, made the com¬ 
ment following the Ottawa an¬ 
nouncement the law would go into 
efeot Dec. 1. The council has been 
urging the federal legislation pro¬ 
viding for compulsory breath tests 
for the past 10 years. 

Under the new law, drivers 
found to have more than 0.08 per 
cent of blood alcohol will be guil¬ 
ty of a Criminal Code offence and 
subject to a fine of up to $1,000, 
imprisonment for up to six months, 
or both. 

Drivers who refuse to take the 
breath analysis test called for in 
the law will be guilty of another 
Criminal Code offence carrying the 
same penalty. In addition, guilty 
drivers can be ruled off the road 
for up to three years. 

“With wide publicity and strict 
enforcement, this legislation will 
be of great help in attacking the 
grave problem of deaths and in¬ 
juries caused by drinking drivers,” 
Mr. Farmer said. 

A recent research report states 
that alcohol was involved in 54.5 
per cent of 1,163 Canadian driver 
deaths investigated. Of the total 
number of victims, 43 per cent had 
blood alcohol concentrations of 
0.10 per cent or higher. 

The Canadian study concurs with 
other North American research in¬ 
dicating that drinking drivers 
cause half or more of motor ve¬ 
hicle deaths. 

The introduction of similar leg¬ 
islation two years ago has result¬ 
ed in a significant drop in British 
traffic deaths and serious injuries, 
the council said. 

The latest figures available 
from the U. K. cover October, 
1968 to May 1969. They show a de¬ 
crease of 14 per cent in traffic 
deaths and 10 per cent in serious 
injuries as compared to the same 
10-month period prior to introduc¬ 
tion of the law. 

Even more striking is the, 25 per 
cent decrease in fatalities and ser¬ 
ious injuries in the period between 
10 p.m. and 4 a.m. over the same 
two-period during which traffic in¬ 
creased by seven per cent and al¬ 
cohol consumption by about five 
per cent a year. 

British authorities are quoted as 
saying it appears that more alco¬ 
hol is being consumed at home 
and less in the famous pubs since 
the introduction of the compulsory 
blood-alcohol tests. 

“In other words, there is less 
driving after drinking in Britain,” 
Mr. Farmer said. “There is every 
reason to believe the 0.08 per cent 
breath analysis legislation will 
have this effect in Canada.”

Highway Accident- 
Claims Life 

John Kastiuk of Maple Creek, 
Sask., died in Foothills Hospital in 
Calgary Sunday afternoon from in¬ 
juries he sustained in a single car 
mishap on the railroad crossing at 
Sentinel, three miles west of Cole¬ 
man. 

Kostiuk, it is believed, travell¬ 
ing east, failed to negotiate a curve 
on Highway 3 and struck a rail¬ 
road flasher and the car came to 
rest on the railway tracks. The 
car was extensively damaged and 
the railroad track was moved 
three inches. Jostiuk was found 
at about 3 a.m. Sunday, Nov. 23 
by Mr. and Mrs. Malcolm Mac- 
Quarrie of Blairmore who were re¬ 
turning to their home after visit¬ 
ing friends in British Columbia. It 
had been rumored that the Kostiuk 
car was in collision with a train 
but checked by the RCMP found 
this to be incorrect. 

Kostiuk, 18 years of age, is be¬ 
lieved to have bten warning in 
the Natal, B.C. area. He was driv¬ 
ing a 1967 Pontiac. It is not yet 
known if an inquest will be held. 

The accident marks the fifth 
traffic fatality in the past year 
within one mile of either side of 
the railway crossing. 

Deaths from tuberculosis in Can¬ 
ada in 1968 were 630. Of these 440 
were men and 190 were women. 


'Pass Miners 
Receive $9 Day 
Pay Increase 

Coleman miners will enjoy al¬ 
most $9 a day increase in wages 
over the next three years as the 
result of a conciliation board award 
accepted by both Coleman Col¬ 
lieries Ltd. and United Minework- 
ers of America Local 2633 (Cole¬ 
man). 

The miners voted on the matter 
November 25th and 203 were in 
favor of accepting the award, with 
108 against. 

The new wage agreement be¬ 
gins January 1, 1970, and runs to 
1973. The miners will receive ret¬ 
roactive pay of $3.20 per day from 
July 3, 1969, when the old agree¬ 
ment expired. On April 1, 1971, 
they will receive an additional 
$1.92 per day increase, and a fur¬ 
ther $1.84 per day increase effect¬ 
ive April 1, 1972, to bring the total 
increase to $3.96 per day. 

Before the new agreement went 
into effect, the highest daily wage 
was $23.75 for mechanical miners, 
the lowest daily rate, $20.39 tor 
laborers. 

Miners will also each receive ap¬ 
proximately $300 in retroactive pay 
some time before Christmas. 

Other fringe benefits amounting 
to $2 a day will bring the total 
increase to approximately $9 per 
day over three years. 

Boxing Day was also granted as 
a statutory holiday. 

Union secretary Peter Meroniuk 
of Local 2633 stated “This is the 
largest wage increase ever gain¬ 
ed by Coleman miners.”

Blairmore who are paying -18,- 
500 a year for RCMP service Will 
meet the town of Coleman police 
committee to discuss police ser¬ 
vice.

Asked how he justified banning 
the sweetener and not tobacco, 
Mr. Munro said it was a matter 
of being realistic — Canadians 
would obey a ban on the sweeten¬ 
er—but ignore a ban on smoking 


slim evidence—why not cigarete? 

The number of reports linking 
cancer with smoking must now 
fill rooms down at Ottawa. But 
our legislators are afraid to stop 
the sale of tobacco. 

Evidence against cydamates 
was much thinner than the indict¬ 
ment of tobacco. Same 35 rats 
were fed cydamates over a 104- 
dy period—11 developed bladder 
cancer and 19 got preliminary 
cancer symptoms. 


Government officials are gun-shy 
after the shambles of prohibition. 
It taught them that if it is not 
easy to ban a product to which 
large numbers of people are ad¬ 
dicted.

Providing support and 
creating the opportunity for muni¬ 
cipalities to establish needed 
programs such as homemaker 
services, day care and family life 
centres, is the prime long-range 
service offered by the Social 
Planning Branch of the Alberta 
Department of Social Develop¬ 
ment.

Week-end outings and summer¬ 
time camping are just part of their 
year-round livities which include 
regular meetings and community 
service projects such as tree 
planting, and campsite clean-up 
campaigns.

Regulations governing safety in 
coal mining and quarry operations 
are administered by the Director 
and his staff of inspectors of the 
Mines Division of the Alberta 
Department of Mines and Min¬ 
erals. The excavation, of oil 
sands, and in simplified terms any 
digging for removal of minerals 
can be considered a mining oper¬ 
ation and a permit to operate 
must be obtained before the oper¬ 
ation commences. For the benefit 
of workers, all sanitary and other 
facilities must be approved by the 
Division. Managers and other 
supervisory staff must pass certifi¬ 
cation examinations. Continuous 
safety checks are carried out by 
District Inspectors on all electrical 
systems, while machinery and 
equipment must meet approved 
standards. All mines and quarries 
throughout the province are 
identified by number and plans 
and maps are recorded and kept 
under the same number. These 
are also available for inspection 
by any interested person at the 
office of the Mines Division.

All trust companies handling 
money for you in this province, 
whether provincially or federally 
chartered, must be fully registered 
with the Alberta Department of 
the Attorney General through the 
Director of Trust Companies. 
You can check with the Director 
about what regulations exist for 
your protection and confirm any 
facts you’re unsure of concerning 
the type of services offered to the 
public by these companies. All 
such institutions in the deposit 
taking and investment certificate 
business are required to be 
members of the Canada Deposit 
Insurance Corporation, which 
automatically insures your funds 
up to a maximum of $20,000. 
The department’s auditing and 
accounting staff continually 
process all annual financial 
statements, quarterly reports or 
monthly bulletins prepared by 
trust companies which must be 
submitted to the Director for 
examination and approval. Any 
public complaints relating to 
trust company operations in 
Alberta are investigated and 
immediately dealt with by the 
Director.
